Husband Sought 
To Kidnap Bride 
Claim Officers 


And He Went About It 
in a Wild-West Fashion, 
According to Relatives 
of the Young Woman in 
Case. 


The sad story of the blighted 
married life of a girl of 17, formerly 
Miss Bertha Heytt, and D. C., 
Haynie, 40 years old, 109 Whitehall 
terrace, and the complications aris- 
ing from family interference, was 
revealed at police station Monday 
evening when the husband was ar- 
rested by the police and held under 
a blanket charge of disorderly can- 
duct. He is charged by officers 
and relatives of the young girl with 
attempting to kidnap his own wife. 

The happy life of the husband and 
young wife, according to Haynie’s 
statement to a Constitution reporter 
Monday night, came to an end Oc- 
tober 24 when his pretty wife dis- 
appeared from their home six days 


diately preferred charges of kid- 
naping against the aunt and uncle 
of the girl, Mr. and Mrs, Earnest 
Kfogel, 225 Richardson street.

Had Written to Husband. 

“Since then,” states Haynie, “she 
has not lived with me, neither has 
she refused to do so. I have con- 
tinually received letters from her 
in whieh she stated she was com- 
ing back to live with me. And in 
some of her letters she led me to 
believé that family interference pre- 
vented her doing so.” 

The climax of the troubles of the 
young couple who have now been 
married about five months, came 
Monday evening when Haynie is al- 
leged to have attempted to kidnap 
his wife. 

According to neighpors, late Mon- 
day evening a taxicab containing 
Haynie and several other men 
stopped in front of 109 Whitehall 
terrace, where the bride lives with 
members of her family. 

“Holds Up Relatives.” 

Haynie went to the door and de- 
manded to see his wife. When his 
request was refused, it is said that 
members of the household were hela 
at the point of a pistol while the 


enraged husband searched the house 
for his bride, who has slipped quiet- 
ty out of a back door and gone toa 
neighbor’s house. 

Before the police arrived, the 
taxicab and the other members of 
the alleged kidnaping party had 
fled, but Haynie still remained on 
the porch. 

He was taken to police station, 
where a blanket charge of disor- 
derly conduct was entered. The 
bond for his release was first fixed 
at $200, but upon complaint of the 
father of the bride, A. H. Heytt, the 
bond was raised to $1,000.

N TOPEKA SPEECH 


Attorney General Says 
High Living Cost Fight 
Has Not Been Exactly 
Unsuccessful, But Bet- 
ter Results Should Be in 
Evidence. 


CONGRESS IS CALLED 
“HOSTILE AND BARREN” 


Cites Recommendations 
of President Last Sum- 
mer Concerning Living 
Costs and Taxes, Saying 
All of Them Have Been 
Ignored. 


Topeka, Kans., February 23.—The 
campaign against’the high cost of 
living has not been unsuccessful 
and, although there hasbeen no 
general lowering of prices to the 
consumer, there has been marked 
tendency toward it, Attorney Gen- 
eral A. Michell Palmer declared in 
an address before the Kansas Dem- 
ocratic club here tonight. That 
more pronounced resutis have not 
been realized, Mr. Palmer attrib- 
uted to what he considered a lack 
of co-operation between the legisla- 
tive and executive branches of the 
government, 

“It can nolnoger be denied that 
the executive branch of the govern- 
ment has been andicapped by a hos- 
tile and barren congress,” the at- 
torney general said. “Not only has 
congress refused to support the 
president in his plans, but it has 
failed to offer any plans of its own.” 

The attorney general cited the 
recommendations of President Wil- 
son last summer concerning living 
costs and taxes, and declared that 
all of them had been ignored. 

“In view of this abdication of all 
responsibility by the congress, be- 
cause dominated by a political par- 
ty hostile to the administration, 
the wonder is not that we have 
done so little, but that we have 
accomplished so much,” he said.

New York, February 23.—George 
W. Wickersham, former attorney 
general of the United States, testi- 
fying under cross-examination at 
the contest over the will of Mrs. 
Rosa F. Spang, widow of a million- 
aire Pittsburg steel manufacturer, 
under one clause of which he would 
have been one of the three bene- 
ficiaries, admitted that when he 
drew the instrument he knew some 
of its provisions were in conflict 
with the laws of New York and 
that under certain circumstances 
one-third of $2,000,000 fund intend- 
ed for charity would have reverted 
to his personal estate. 

Admitted Under Questioning. 

This admission was made under 
questioning by Edgar T. Brackett, 
former state senator, counsel for 
Mrs. Mabel Spanganecker, of Copen- 
hagen, Denmark, the. only child, 
who was left an annuity of $10,000 
by her mother, in addition to an- 
other of $20,000 left her by her 
father, Charles Spang, whose estate 
was Valued at $8,000,000, 

Mrs. Spang died within forty-eight 
hours after the will was executed. 
After providing an annuity for her 
daughter, she left the bulk of her 
fortune to establish the Rosa F. 
Spang foundation for young chil- 
dren on her estate at Peekskill, 
N. Y¥. The will contained the pro- 
vision that should this bequest be 
in conflict with state laws, then 
the residue should go to Mr. Wick- 
ersham, Colone) Michael Friedman 
and Dr. Henry Dwight Chapin, the 
testator relying upon them to carry 
out her wishes. 

“When you drew this will, Gen- 
eral Wickesham,” asked Mr. Brack- 
ett, “you knew as a lawyer that 
under the laws of Pennsylvania if 
this woman died 80 days after mak- 
ing the will its provisions would 
be invalid?’ :

On the republican side it was as- 
serted that twenty-two democrats, 
only a dozen short of the number 
required to insure ratification, had 
signified a willingness to quit the 
lead of President Wilson and take 
the republican reservation vrogram 
as it is. This total, the adminis- 
tration chiefs declared, exaggerated, 
but they conceded that were a vote 
taken tomorrow on the republican 
resolution of ratification, it would 
command more than the seven dem- 
ocratic votes it got last November. 

Democratic Dissatisfaction. 

The movement for a democratic 
caucus may bring into the open, its 
sponsors believe, the dissatisfaction 
that has smouldered in some demo- 
cratic quarters since the president 
sent his memorable letter to the 
caucus of November 19, asking that 
the senators of his party vote 


against ratification on the basis of 


the republican reservations. The 
seven senators who disregard his 
advice have been active constantly 
in their effort to dissuade others 
from the stand then taken, and it 
has been an open secret that their 
move, coupled with current political 
developments, has met with some 
success. 

But among both democrats and 
republicans it is realized that the 
endeavor to break down democratic 
resistance still has a long way to 
go if it is to succeed.

Cleveland, Ohio, February 23.—

Mr. Hayes denounced the measure 

legisiation for the benefit of 
special interests and demanded that 
the president veto it. 

Declaring that he spoke not only 
for organized labor, but for the 
general public, Mr. Hayes assailed 
particularly clauses of the bill 
which, he said, guarantee the reve- 
nues of the railway owners. 

The adoption of the bill, Mr. 
Hayes said, would place on the peo- 
ple of the country generally the 
burden of another billion dollars in 
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the shape of increased passenger 
and freight rates on the railroads. 

Social unrest, he asserted, was 
fed by the popular resentment of 
a congress which represented not 
the American masses, but “a *ew 
groups of financial monarchists.” 

Mr. Hayes declared that the labor 
party undoubtedly would put in the 
field this year a full presidential 
ticket as well as a congressional 
ticket. 

“There is no doubt that the peo- 
ple demand a labor party in the 
United States,” he said. “The old 
parties have failed. The date for 
the national labor party’s conven- 
tion has not been set, but it proba- 
~~ will be held in Chicago in 
une.”

Varying Opinions Expressed. 

During the five hours of debate, 
led by Chairman Cummins, of the 
interstte commerce committee, sen- 
ators expressed varying opinions as 
to how the public and the rail- 
roads would fare under the bill, 
which was warmly defended and 
attacked. But the intense interest 
which characterized proceedings 
Saturday in the house was lacking, 
frequent quorum calls being nec- 
essary to get members in the cham- 
ber. Around 6 o’clock the patience 
of the senate apparently was ex- 
hausted after the long season of 
speech-making, and insistent de- 
mands for a vote cut short the de- 
sire to prolong the presentation of 
individuals views. 

Discussion today related largely 
to the labor and rate-making pro- 
visions. Senator Cummins, with 
great feeling, denounced widespread 
claims that in fixing freight and 
passenger charges calculated _ to 
give the railroads a return of 5% 
per cent meant taking huge sums 
of money from the public treasury. 
The bill, he declared, would not 
take one dolar in that way. Such 
reports were only a part of the 
propaganda put forth in an effort 
to defeat all legislation on the eve 
of return of the roads to. their 
owners on March 1. 

“In order to prejudice it among 
the people, it has been termed 4& 
guaranty of income,” Senator Cum- 
mins said. “This is not true. There 
is a guaranty in the bill of the 
standard return and against deficits 
continuing for six months after the 
railways are returned to their own- 
ers, but its necessity is obvious. 

“The rate-making section is not 
a guaranty. Not a dollar is to be 
paid from the treasury on account 
of its provisions, and no obligation 
whatever on the part of the govern- 
ment is created.’’ 

What Bills Directs. 


He said the bill merely directed 
the interstate commerce commission 
that insofar as was practicable it 
should make rates that would yield 
a net operating income of 5% per 
cent “upon the true value of the 
railway property.” The income 
would depend wholly upon location 
of the roads, the Iowa senator 
pointed out, asserting that some 
roads would earn not more than 2 
per cent. 

“To call it a guaranty is to be 
either maliciously false or stupidly 
ignorant,” he declared. 

Discussing the anti-strike section 
on which the senate conferces 
vielded, Senator Cummins said they 
‘“vielded simply to supreme neces- 
sity,” and that they recognized that 
a railroad bill had to pass by March 
l or “chaos would ensue.” 

“With respect to the labor pro- 
visions of the conference report,” 
Senator Cummins added, “I am ut- 
terly unable to understand the op- 
position which they have aroused 
among labor leaders, for they leave 
all free men, whether employees or 
employers, to do whatsoever they 
please at any time, at any place 
or under any circumstances.”

“They are opposed to it because 
they want goyernment ownership 
of railroads. They believe that un- 
der government ownership they 
could secure more wages. They be- 
lieve they could control congress, 
and would be able to do what they 
did when they came here and 
forced us to pass the Adamson 
law.” 

Senator Overman, democrat, North 
Carolina, expressed the belief that 
the rate-making section was uncon- 
stitutional.

2 SERIOUSLY HURT 
BY SHOTGUN FIRED 
BY TIFTON NEGRO

Tomlin was a cropper on Row- 
land’s farm and did not start his 
plows this morning. Rowland and 
his son went to the negro’s home 
this afternoon, and, after a few 
words, it is alleged, the negro, who 
had his gun in his hand, shot the 
elder Rowland at a distance of 
thirty steps. Only one shot took ef- 
fect, but Rowland fell, badly wound- 
ed, the blood spouting from the 
jugular vein. Charlie Rowland open- 
ed fire on the negro with his pistol, 
Lut missed both shots. Tomlin, it is 
said, then ran into his house, got 
another shell for his gun, and, com- 
ing out, shot Charlic Rowland down. 

The elder Rowland carried a Win: 
chester rifle, but did not use it. The 
negro escaped, but the county track 
dogs have been sent for and a posse 
is organizing. J. L. Rowland is 
married and has a large family. 
Charlie Rowland is also married and 
lives with his father. Botn men are 
dangerously hurt, but their wounds 
will not necessarily prove fatal.

HOOVER FAVORED 
BY FEW FARMERS 


Less Than 3 Per Cent of 
300 Farm Organization 
Men in Conference De- 
sire His Nomination for 
President. 


By J. A. Hollomon, 
(By Constitution Leased Wire.) 

Washington, February 23.— 
Among the three hundred or more 
farm organization men in Washing- 
ton this week there were less than 
3 per cent of them favorable to the 
nominating by either party of Her- 
bert Hoover for president. To be 
exact, seven men from the north- 
west, and one from the central west 
spoke pleasingly of the former food 
administrator, but were doubtful 
as to whether or not he could win 
regardless of the party roof under 
which he might eventually seek 
shelter. Most of the farm organiza- 
tion men, regardless of whether 
from the southwest or the central 
west or the Pacific slope, not only 
spoke discouragingly of the sugges- 
tion of Hoover for president, but 
were most bitter on their antagon- 
ism toward him. This is significant 
by reason of the administration’s 
close touch with the food produc- 
ers of the nation during the many 
months of his administration. 

Basis of Sentiment. 


“The farmers of this country were 
the food supplying patriots,” said 
one of them, “and the manner in 
which they made every other con- 
Sideration secondary to the great 
responsbility of producing the sus- 
tenance of life for our boys over 
there, as well as for our armies of 
soldiers and civilians at home, is 
one of the outstanding featrues of 
the war, and it was patriotism, and 
not hand-made trade bargaining 
with a good executive, that caused 
it.” The farmers of the nation, ten 
million of whom were represened at 
the Washington conference, feel, as 
a rule, keenly disposed to forget 
party lines in the 1920 election, ac- 
cording to the leaders. They will 
Survey the candidates, as individu- 
als and their principles as straight- 
forward and vote for the man that 
measures up to their standard, ir- 
respective of party. The farmers do 
not believe in and. will not encourage 
a third party movement, but they 
are determined this year to exercise 
an electoral independence, based 
upon men and issues, such as never 
known before. 

Palmer and McAdoo. 


Among the farm leaders in at- 
tendance upon this conference 1 
found a large number for Attorney 
General Mitchell Palmer for presi- 
dent, and perhaps an equal number 
for ex-Secretary McAdoo, 

Among the republican candidates, 
Harding and Lowden seemed to be 
favorites, with Poindexter’ strong 
along the Pacific slope. The farm 
organizations, however, are deter- 
mined to interrogate all candidates 
of all parties and then appraise 
them for the benefit of all the farm- 
ers, announcing the man or men 
who measure up most satisfactorily 
by what the American farmers 
stand for and demand. 

I polled perhaps a hundred dele- 
fates on the treaty question. Not 
one of the hundred men, including 
leaders among the general farmers, 
Gairymen, cattlemen and  orchard- 
ists, expressed symapthy with the 
attitude of the irreconcilables in the 
senate. 

Pact Ratification. 

“We want it ratified, with or 
without reservations, but ratified at 
once,” was the general reply. 

There is no sympahty among the 
farm leaders for the “blacklisting” 
or black-balling” methods of the 
American Federation of Labor. 

“It will react,” said one. “Weare 
more interested in finding out what 
a candidate will do for us in the fu- 
ture than we are booting him for 
what he has not done in the past.” 

The organization’s chiefs who at- 
tended the conference of the na- 
tional board of all the organizations 
are among the most conservative of 
men, agentes to a man, who are 
not in sympathy with any red ir 
bolshevistic tendencies.

THREE BADLY HURT 
IN GAS EXPLOSION 
AT GRIFFIN MONDAY 


Griffin, Ga., February 23.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—As the result of alleged 
carelessness of workmen transfer- 
ring gasoline from a tank car to 
tank wagons here today at noon, 
two white men, J. A. Burnett and 
Mills Shockly, and a negro, Bret 
Crawford, were badly, if not fatal- 
ly, burned by an explosion of gas 
which caused fire to completely de- 
Stroy the ginnery and oil station 
of A. F. Gossett & Sons at Griffin. 
The loss is estimated at $60,000, 
with scarcely any insurance. 

Other properties in close prox- 
imity which were endangered are 
the freight station of the Central 
of Georgia railroad, storage tanks 
and offices of the Gulf Refining 
company, the county jail and Nor- 
man Buggy company’s factory. All 
of these sustained a limited degree 
of damage, but were saved by ex- 
cellent work of the fire department 
and volunteers who. readily as- 
sisted. 

This is the third fire which has 
occurred at the Gossett plant 
within five years. In addition to 
the ginnery and storage house, two 
full tank cars of gasOline were de- 
stroyed today. 


PASSAGE PREDICTED 
FOR PACKING BILL 


By J. A. Hollomon. 
(The Constitution—Philadeiphia Pubjic Ledger 
Service—Copyright, 1920.) 

Washington, February 23.—De- 
spite the probable opposition of the 
big packing Interests, it is likely 
that the senate will pass the meat 
packing regulations bill before the 
proposed June adjournment, through 
the support of the democrats anda 
some progressive republicans. This 
was indicated by the recent unan- 
imous reporting of the bill by the 
agriculture and forestry committee. 
The fate of the measure in the house 
of representatives is problematical 
as the packing opposition is expect- 
ed to be more numerous and open 
than in the senate. 

Chief credit for the packing reg- 
ulation bill is due to Senator John 
3. Kendrick, of Wyoming, whose 
Views prevailed to a greater extent 
than those of Senator Kenyon, of 
Iowa. Moreover, the reporting out 
of such a strong measure is regard- 
ed as capping the climax of the vic- 
tory won over the packing interests 
by the department of justice. 

There are “teeth” in the Kendrick- 
Kenyon bill as drawn, and if it 
passes the federation regulation of 
the packing interests is expected to 
materially reduce the present cost 
of meats. 

The bill provides for a federal 
live stock commission consisting of 
three members appointed by the 
president and confirmed by the sen- 
ate, whose salary shall be $10,000, 
and term of office five years. The 
commission is given supervision 
over all persons and corporations 
éngaged in the preparation and dis- 
tribution of live stock products, be- 
ing clothed with the same powers 
granted the federal trade commis- 
sion. It will also assume the powers 
and duties of the bureau of markets 
of the department of agriculture so 
far as live stock is concerned. This 
bureau has done much for both the 
producer and consumer in recent 
years. 

Conspiracies and combinations in 
restraint of trade, and discrimina- 
tory and deceptive practices are for- 
bidden by the bill, and the packers 
are also prohibited from manufac- 
turing or distributing food stuffs 
other than live stock products. This 
opens up broader possibilities as 
regards the so-called unrelated in- 
dustries than were covered by the 
Palmer injunction against the pack- 
ars. ,No packing concern is permit- 
ted any interest in any stock vards 
ofter two years from the passage 
uf the act. 

The -live stock commission may 
derend that the packers keep such 
reccrds and make such reports as 
may be deemed advisable, and re- 
fusa!l to answer the commission's 
questi¢n makes. offenders liable to 
fines of $1,000 or one year’s im- 
prisonment, or both. Deliberate fail- 
ure to ke2p accounts, or their al- 
teration, is subject to a fine of 
$5,000 or one year’s imprisonment, 
or both; and refusal to obey a com- 
mission ordér may bring a fine of 
from $500 to $:0,000, and imprison- 
ment of from ‘six months to five 
years, or both, indicating that the 
government, if the bill becomes a 
law, will have ample power to reg- 
ulate the packing industry in a man- 
ner never known before. 

Orders of the comm’ssion shall he 
final unless the interested party 
takes his case directly to the Unit- 
ed States circuit court of appeals. 
The court, however, is net author- 
ized to modify or set aside an order 
of the commission unles¢ ct: 
shown that the order was unsup- 
ported by evidence, or was issued 
without proper notice or hearings.

NO CONSCRIPTION 
I-GREAT BRITA 


War Secretary Churchill 
Says It Will Be Abolish- 
ed March 31 — British 
Army Increased —Sneer 
at America. 


London, February 23.—Conscrip- 
tion will be abolished in Great Brit- 
ain March 31, and within a. month 
from that date the last conscript 
will be entitled to be released, it 
was announced by Winston Church- 
ill, the secretary for war, in mov- 
ing the army estimates in the house 
of commons today. 

Incidentally he disclosed the fact 
that a new tank had been produced 
with a speed of twenty miles an 
hour, which has mechanically a 
long life. In a trial run of 1,000 
miles, he said, virtually no wear had 
developed. 

Bigger Army Than Before War. 

Mr. Churchill said that Great 
Britain’s army should be slightly 
bigger than before the war, but 
she was returning to arms, which 
in principle were identical with» 
those under which the country 
lived before the war. 

It was idle to pretend that Great 
Britain’s pre-war army was pro- 
portionate to the risk she ran or to 
the important part she played and 
aspired to play in European diplo- 
macy. That was why the removal 
of the German danger did not in 
itself allow of any reduction to be 
made in the garrison of the British 
empire. 

On the other hand, the secretary 
explained, new responsibllities 
overseas had been placed on the 
country in consequence of the war, 
and, besides, the whole eastern 
world, in which Britain was inter- 
ested more than any other power, 
was in a state of extreme disquiet. 

“Considering our burdens 
throughout the middle east, Con- 
stantinople, Egypt, Persia and Mes- 
opotamia,” Mr. Churchill said “no 
relief can be expected until a real 
peace is made with Turkey. We 
have lost ground steadily during 
the whole of last year, and I trust 
that having dispersed our armies, 
we shall not now take steps which 
would drive the Turkish people to 
despair, or undertake any new obli- 
gations, because our resources are 
not equal to their discharge. 

Turkey and Russia. 

“We do not know when peace 
with Turkey will be made or what 
degree of acquiescence it will de- 
mand from the Turkish people. We 
do not know what aggressive ac- 
tions the Russian bolsheviki will 
take in this sphere. We do not 
know how far Viscount Milner's 
commission may be able to reduce 
the contention tn Egypt: we do not 
know when our responsibilities in 
Constantinople will terminate, or 
when the expense of maintaining an 
international force there will be 
taken over by an_ international 


body.”

The committee draft of the reor- 
ganization bill does not inclyde any 
declaration of policy with reapect to 
universal training. After the com- 
mittee decision to recommend adop- 
tion of the training, it was decided 
to refer the question to a subcom- 
mittee to work out the detalis. No 
meeting of this committee, a major- 
ity of whom.oppose the training, 
has been held or called, and the 
adoption of an outline of a plan and 
its inclusion in the bill, with,;a fina! 
committee recommendation for time 
for house consideration beginning 
Thursday seemed impossible _ to- 
night. a 

The military committee will con- 
tinue its work on the army reor- 
ganization bill tomorrow and it is 
possible that some decision on uni- 
versal training will be made at that 
time. As far as the reorganization 
of the army is concerned, the bill 
has been completed except for a 
textual review of the committee 
draft. 

What Bill Provides. 


The bill provides for a standing 
peace time army with & maximum 
combatant strength of 250,000 men 
and ‘17,700 officers. This force 
would be the skeleton of nine di- 
visions, capable of expansion in time 
of way, and besides including the 
infantry, cavalry and artillery. 
would provide personnel for the 
aviation, chemical warfare and tank 
corps. 

The national guard, under the 
house bill, would remain at the 
present authorized strength of 890 
men to oe district, 
but the measure would provide more 
leniently for the organization of mi- 
litia companies. Until July 1, 1921, 
the necessary enlisted strength of a 
company for federal recognition 
would be fixed at 50 men, and after 
that date at 65 men. Enlistments 
would be for a period of ene or 
three years. 

To obviate the situation arising 
at the end of the world war when 
the discharge of state troops from 
the regular army left tne srates 
without a militia, the bill provides 
that under similar circumstances a 
discharge by the federal government 
still leaves the guard subject 
state call, unless decided to the con- 
trary by the state authorities, 

Aviation in the regular army, 
under the bill, would be in the 
charge of a major general with 1,500 
officers, ranking from second lieu- 
tenants to colonels, and 16,000 men, 
including cadet flyers. The tank 
corps would be made an infantry 
arm, and the chemical warfare serv- 
ice would be made a separate corps, 
maintained for experimental pur- 
poses, comprising 90 officers and 
1,500 men.

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MOVING TO CRUSH 
LIQUOR REBELLION 


Federal Prohi Director 
and Forces Leave for 
Michigan County Where 
“Wets” Are Reported in 
Revolt. 


Chicago, February 23.—An expedi- 
tion bent on ironing out, by force 
if necessary, difficulties of prohi- 
bition enforcement in the Michigan 
upper peninsula was started from 
Chicago tonight. Major A. V. Dal- 
rymple, federal prohibition director 
for the central states, left with a 
party of prohibition agents for Iron 
county, Michigan, where county of- 
ficials are said to have overpowered 
government agentsg last week and 
taken wine which’ had been seized 


by the government men, 


“We are not starting a wild west 
show and we do not expect any 
armed resistance,” Major Dalrym- 
ple said. “If we do meet resist- 
ance, we will be prepared to cope 
with it. I intend to arrest Prose- 
cutor McDonough, of Iron county, 
two deputy sheriffs and the police 
officials of Iron River and place 
them in jail charged with conspir- 
acy to interfere with the carrying 
out of the prohibition law. 

Resolved to Make Arrests. 

“We will ask United States Com- 
missioner Hatch at Marquette to 
issue federal warrants, but we will 
make the arrests regardless of 
whether he acts. I haye been ad- 
vised by Commissioner Kramer, at 
Washington, and Assistant Commis- 
sioner Gaylord that I haye ample 
authority to make the arrests.” 

Major Dalrymple communicated 
with the headquarters of the Michi- 
gan state constabulary at Lansing 
today and said he had been prom- 
ised the help of the troop of state po- 
lice stationed at Nagaunee in the 
upper peninsula. 

Leo J. Grove, prohibition super- 
visor for the upper peninsula, who 
reported to Dalrymple that he had 
been overpowered by the Iron coun- 
ty officials, accompanied the party 
from Chicago. 

Major Dalrymple’s plan of cam- 
paign involves a general “clean- 
up” of Iron county in addition to the 
arrests of the county, officials, he 
said today. His men hold search 
warrants for ten persons suspected 
of making moonshine, he said. 

Iron county, according to Mr. 
Grove, has been the source of fre- 
quent trouble between liquor man- 


ufacturers and state and federal of- 


ficers.

That the federai officer’s right to 
have confiscated the wine was ques- 
tioned and the liquor was taken 
from him by force, statements of 
the two further agree. 

There their stories diverge, how- 
ever. The prohibition agent main- 
tained that he was acting within 
his authority in seizing the wine, 
which was the property of John, 
Joseph and Steven Stalcuzzi, broth- 
ers, principal directors of the 
Peninsula Packing company at 
Iron river, and owners of the [Tittle 
town's largest store. Mr. Grove as- 
serted the liquor was kept in the 
store, and because of that was sub- 
ject to governmert seizure.

ownership of the same wine.

Washington, February 23.—The 
Georgia senators split on the pas- 
Sage of compromise railway meas- 
ure this afternoon. Senator Smith 
voted for the bill, and Senator 
Harris voted against it. The op-

bill, Known as Section 6, although 
it is not improbable that the oppo- 
sition of organized labor had some- 
thing to do with it. 

The house members from, fleor- 
gia who supported the measure on 
the final vote in the lower branc 
Saturday night have been deluged 
with telegrams today commending 
them for their position. These wires 
came from business men and in- 
dustrial operators from. all over 
Georgia, not a few of them being 
from farmers, 

In fairness to those of the dele- 
gation, however, who opposed the 
bill,. it is just to say the opposi- 
tion was not based upon favorit- 
ism for government ownership or 
operation of railroads. That ques- 
tion having been decided definitely 
by the issuance of the president's 


proclamation, returning the roads 
to corporate control on March l, 


the opposition to the conference 
bill, so far as Georgia members are 
concerned, was placed entirely upon 
the financial provisions, which they 
interpreted as a federal guarantee 
for two years. 

Labor Didn't Count.

RESERVE BOARD 
HITS EXPANSION 


In Annual Report Plan Is 

Outlined to Check Ex- 
pansion and to Induce 
Healthy Liquidation. 


Washington, February 23.—De- 
termination of-the federal reserve 
board to exert the full power of the 
reserve banking system in regulat- 


ing and controling the credit situa- 
tion—a course designed to aid com- 
merce and industry in restoring a 
pre-war equilibrium—was disclosed 
in the board’s annual report, made 
public today. 

With this as its announced peace- 
time policy, the board was prepared 
to “test the ability of the system

This power 
necessarily folldwed the authority 
for and employment of an elastic 
system of reserve credit and note 
issue, it was added.

Recommendations also were made 
to congress for amendment of the 
reserve act which would permit re- 
serve banks, with approval of the 
federal reserve board, to establish 
normal maximum lines. of credit ac- 
commodation for member banks. 


An ascending scale of rates would be} 


provided in event money was bor- 
rowed above the maximum. line. 
This, the board believed, would in- 


duce banks to hold their own large 
borrowers in check and thus work 
to the end that credit expansion on 
alarge scale would be stopped. 
Warning was given that the coun- 
try must guard against too rapid 
deflation. While the board was in 
entire sympathy with measures to 
overcome this evil, it pointed out 
that remedies employed to correct 
inflation might create conditions 
worse than inflation itself. 

“Deflation merely for.the sake of 
deflation, and a speedy return to 
‘normal'—deflation merely for the 
sake of restoring security values 
and commodity prices to their pre- 
war levels, without regard for other 
consequences, would be an insen- 
sate proceeding in the existing 
posture of world affairs, the report 
said. 

“It must never be forgotten that 
productive industry is - profoundly 
affected by credit conditions. Mod- 
ern business is done on credit. One 
of its life-giving principles is credit 
oa The ultimate test of a credit 
in what it 
increase the 


system must be found 
does to promote and 
production of goods. True, in gen- 
eral, the truth of this observation 
deserves to be particularly empha- 
sized in the present deranged state 
of world industry and trade, when 
production is the erying need of 
the hour everywhere.” - 

In explanation of its increase in 
discount rates, the board said 
this had been the traditional 
method of eredit control. Its 
issue, however, presupposes nor- 
mal conditions and these, it 
was pointed out, do not all exist 
at this time. While a high reserve 
bank rate was shown to act as a re- 
straining influence upon borrow- 
ings, it may operate as well to at- 
tract suppies of credit from other 
centers. It is this condition, among 
others, that was said by the board 
to make imperative the .use of its 
power in controlling e¢redit and 
Starting deflation. 

To Check Expansion. 

In setting forces to work to check 
expansion, the board declared much 
depended upon co-operation of busi- 
ness and the commuinty generally. 
“There is, however, no need for dras- 
tic or precipitate action,” the re- 
port continued. “There need be no 
apprehension as to our abiity toet- 
fect the transition from war-time to 
peace-time conditions, if reasonable 
safeguards against the abuse of 
credit are respected. Our eeonomic 
and financial position is, at the bot- 
tom, safe and sound. Extremes 
must be governed entirely by con- 
ditions and circumstances as they® 
devélop. Much will depend upon 
the co-operation of business. With- 
out such co-operation from the 
general community, progress can be 
neither rapid nor substantial.” 

A plea was made, in this connec- 
tion for complete absorption by in- 
vestors of outstanding portions of 
war securities issue. As these pass 
into the hands of permanent hold- 
ers and the national deht is re- 
duced by the operation of the sink- 
ing fund, there gradually will come 
a proper balance between the “vol- 
ume of credit and the volume of 
concrete things, the board ex- 
plained. 

The specific of greater production 
Was urged again as one of the 
methods by which “proper balance” 
might be materially aided. But 
the board directed attention to dan- 
gers which lie in the path of great 
production, unless that production 
is immediately fdllowed by distri- 
bution and avaidance of wasteful] 
consumption. it .emphaized that 
hoardng rust not be practiced or 
the stimulant of production will 
avail nothing. 

“These are the fundamental eco- 
nomie processes upon which the 
proper functioning of the federal 
reserve banks must depend, the re- 
port said. “The federal reserve sys- 
tem can do much to assist these 
processes, but it cannot of itself 
alone compel them. Efficacious ac- 
tion along these lines involves the 
intelligent and earifst co-opera- 
tion of business and the community

Profits Made in Violation 
of Laws and Regulations 
Are Taxable, While II- 
legal Losses Cannot Be 
Deducted in Returns. 


POKER PLAYERS, ATTENTION! 

Uncle Sam wants to know 
how much you won at poker last 
year. ‘None of his business,” 
you say? There’s where you are 
mistaken! Taxable income for 
the year 1919 includes amounts 
gained in gambling. Profits 
made in violation of laws and 
regulations are none the less 
taxable. So it’s up to you “penny 
ante” boys whose poker accounts 
are on the right side of the 
ledger to come across. 

“What about the losers?” 
Well, that’s different. Illegal 
losses are not deductible. Grin 
and bear it.

Before. claiming as a deduction 
in the preparation of an income tax 
return “all the ordinary and neces- 
sary expenses paid or incurred dur- 
ing the taxable year in carrying on 
any trade or business,” it must be 
determined just what constitutes a 
trade or business, according to a 


bulletin issued by A. O. Blalgck, 
collector of internal revenue. 

“Trade or business” has been held 
to inelude professions and vocations, 
The trade or business of an indi- 
vidual is the pursuit of an occupa- 
tion to which hp devotes all or part 
of his time and attention for the 
purpose or livelihood and profit. A 
single transaction or a series of iso- 
lated transactions is not regarded 
as a business. 

From his gross sales, a manufac- 
turer or merchant should deduct 
the. cost of goods sold during the 
year, the result being his gross in- 
come for the year. In this compu- 
tation be should take into consid- 
eration the inventories of goods on 
hand at the beginning and at the 
end of the taxable year. 

From his gross income he is al- 
lowed to deduct as business ex- 
penses such items as salaries and 
wages, rent paid for use of business 
property in which taxpayer has no 
equity, interest on businesg indebt- 
edness to others, taxes satinieiaaan 
and business property, minor re- 
pairs, 
wear and tear of property used in 
business, and losses of business 
property by fire, storm or other 
casualty, or ‘by theft, when not 
compensated for by insurance or 
otherwise. Bad accounts actually 


charged off because they were as- 
certained during the year to be 
worthless may alse be claimed as a 


deduction. 

The smaller incidental expenses, 
such as advertising, freight, ex- 
press, postage, stationery, telephone, 
ete., are also deductible items. 

However, deductions for business 
expenses may not include invest- 
ments of a permanent nature, such 
as expenditures for the erections of 
new buildings, installation of ma- 
chinery, and the purchase of tools 
and mgremente of permanent value, 
since hey constitute’ merely a 
change in form of capital, and not 
a reduction of wealth.

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MANY TAXPAYERS

Attention was called Monday by 
City Tax Assessor A. C. Burton to 
the large number of taxpayers who 
have not made their city returns for 
1920.

SOLDIERS MUST PAY 
ALL BACK POLL TAYES 


Absence From State in Army 
Does Not Relieve From 
Obligation. 


Comptroller General William A. 
Wright has notified all county tax 
collectors, who have made inquiries 
on the subject, that soldiers absent 
from the state in the military or 

naval service must pay up all back 
taxes before they can qualify to 
vote in elections. 

The payment of poll tax in Geor- 
gia is a constitutional requirement 
and it wéuld necessitate an amend- 
ment to the constitution to relieve 
anybody of it. The oath any elector 
may be compelled to take when his 
ballot is challenged is that “he has 
paid all taxes which since the adop- 
tion of the present constitution of 
the state have been required of him 
previous to the current year.’ Of 
course, this includes poll taxes. 

There was some disposition on the 
part of members of the last gen- 
eral assembly to relieve soldiers and 
sailors from the ,payment of poll 
taxes for the period that they were

“All that the government sought 
to do in the coal strike situation 
was to insist that both sides should 
be heard before an impartial tribu- 
nal without the country being made 
to suffer from the strong methods 
adopted by each side to accomplish 
its purpose in the controversy. 
While the government may properly

INCOME TAX FORMS. 


Commissioner Roper, of the in- 
ternal revenue bureau, has issued 
a statement denouncing the activi- 
ties of self-styled “income tax ex- 
perts,” who, it {s said, are victim- 
izing the public in all parts of the 
country by charging unreasonable 
and extortionate fees for assisting 
taxpayers in making out their in- 
come tax returns. 

The commissioner warns against 
patronizing thesc so-called “ex- 
perts” and calls attention to the 


fact that the government ifs offer- 
dispatches credited to it or not otherwise | 


ing free advisory service to all tax- 
payers who do not feel equal to the 
task of filling out their tax forms 
unaided. 

The process of making one’s In- 
come tax returns should be so sim- 


plified that no citizen of ordinary 


intelligence and education would 
aeed help or advice in filling out 
the blanks provided by the govern- 


ment. 


As it is, not one taxpayer in a 


hundred can do that and avoid er-| 


rors that would practically invali- 
date the return so made. 

When the taxpayer unfolds his 
income tax return form he finds 
himself involved in a maze of per- 
plexity. The more he struggles 
with its riddles and ambiguities the 
more helpless and hopeless he be- 
comes, The printed “instructions” 
sends him to the “work sheet,” 
then to the reverse side; over again 
and back to “Form C,” thence to 
“Form A,” back and forth; ahead, 
reverse—in the language of the 
poet, “It winds you in and winds 
you out, and leaves you in a maze 
of doubt as to whether the snake 
that made the track was” going 
home or coming back!”

Men and Business’

The quicker the navy department 
and the state department put into 
effect their plan for a comprehen- 
sive reporting of ship movements 
throughout the world the better. 
Our consuls, it is said, are to send 


by cable or radio daily reports re- 
lating to shipping, which will be 
published in The Daily Bulletin of 
the United States communication 
service. 

There are approximately 12,500 
ships sailing the seven seas. Of 
these 3,991 are American. The Brit- 


ish have a pretty good system of re- 
porting—not so good as that 
planned by our people, but better 
than that of any other nation. They 
have this because they are a mari- 
time people and because their great- 
est interests depend on shipping. 


The insurance business in ships 
and cargoes done by British com- 
panies is colossal. Necessarily, 


where £0 much is involved, great at- 
tention is given to the movements 
of vessels. 

The navy department has asked 
all steamship companies to assist it 
by having captains report by wire- 
less to the nearest station each day 
the position of their vessels. We 
have radio stations at Bar Harbor, 
Boston, New York, Cape May, Vir- 
ginia Beach, Charleston, St. Augus- 
tine, Jupiter, Miam!, Key West, 
Tampa, Pensacola, New Orleans, 
Port Arthur, Galveston, Point Isa- 
bel, San Juan and at 
canal. 

In addition to this, our consuls 
will gather the reports from cap- 
tains within their districts to the 
best of their ability and forward 
them by radio or cable. Particular 
attention will be given to arrivals 
and clearances of American vessels 
in foreign ports, wrecks, ship dam- 
age, etc. 

This is a news service that should 
be of great value. Heretofore the 


costs of collecting such information 
have been. prohibitive, considering 
the restricted interest we had in 
ships, but since we have come to 
have a merchant marine that makes 
up nearly 33 per cent of the total of 
the world, it is altogether different.

The biggest graft in America to- 
day is in tips. And it is growing.

They all are 
in the same boat. 

That remark about tipping the 
trolley conductor or the motorman 
or both is not so absurd as it may 
seem.

The American people have made 
graft rather unprofitable, if not 
dangerous, in politics. Some recent 
instances in large cities, Philadet- 
phia included, might be given in 
support of this statement.

YE OLDE WARM AIR FURNACE. 

As we grow ever softer and more 
effeminate softening luxuries hold 
for us a stronger appeal. Statistics 
of morbidity and mortality rates in 
ye olden times are rather sketchy, 
and the recollection of grandpa 
about such matters is notoriously 
romantic, yet there is no reason to 


believe that respiratory’ troubles 
were more common, if they were as 
common, in 1820 than they are in 
1920. 

A dwelling heated with an ordi- 
nary wood or coal stove is as hy- 
gienically heated as an apartment 
equipped with a hot water or steam 
radiator. The principle of the heat- 
ing is the same in either case. The 
stove has one important advantage 
over the radiator; it must be con- 
nected with a flye and the draft 
produces some ventilation of the 
room if the room is not hermetical- 
ly sealed. 

Steam or hot water radiators, un- 
fortunately, do warm the alr of 
apartments even if ventilation is in- 
adequate. Hot air furnaces do not 
work satisfactorily unless ventila- 
tion is fairly efficient. 

The air inlet of the hot air furnace 
should be from the outside, never 
from the cellar or, worse still, from 
a room of the house. The largest 
possible volume of outside air should 
be admitted through the air inlet, 
consistent with comfort. An air 
outlet should be provided near the 
roof. A hot air furnace register 
which belches forth a scorching 
blast is wholly unhygienic; it means

The rgeisters should give forth |} 
warm air, not hot air. The tem- 
perature of the room thus warmed 


not torrid. 
From 60 to 70 degrees Fahrenheit 
may be considered a hygienic tem- 
perature in a furnace heated apart- 
ment; a higher tempeature than that 
is depressing. and unwholesome. E}- 
derly and enfeebled individuals 
imagine they need more heat; they 
do, but not from the atmosphere 
they breathe. Their body warmth 
should be maintained by additional 
clothing, though it is well to re- 
member that the less clothing one 
wears at any time, consistent with 
Physical comfort, the ‘better for 
health. 

The hot air furnace does dry out 
the air, but not more than the ra- 
diator does. If the apartment is 
constantly overheated, jt is prac- 
tically impossible to maintain any- 
thing like normal humidity in the 
air by any apparatus available for 
the private dwelling. But if the 
temperature is kept below 68 de- 
grees F. a fair approach to proper 
moisture .in the air may be main- 
tained if the water pots of the fur- 
nace are large and well filled.

“Confusion has been created and 
trouble seemingly sought to be

ing On the 6th is not identical in 
| wording with the printed rules as 
sent out by Mr. Gardner. That is 
very cleanly and easily explained in 
the statement that, immediately fol- 
lowing the subcommittee meeting 
on the same afternoon, Mr. Gard- 
ner gave to the press the substance 
of the primary rules made up py 
the sabcommittee from memory, 
dictating the substance of-the rule 
as he had it in mind and not as 
it actually was written and made 
official by the subcommittee,” 

As to the varying versions al- 
leged to have been given by Mr. 
Gardner in the official circular 
and the communication in Sunday’s 
Constitution, they are too nearly 
identical to give rise to even a 
quibble over them. The Version 
wiven The Constitution was simply 
Slightly abbreviated, but there is 
absolutely no difference in their 
meaning, as readers of The Consti- 
tution can judge for themselves. 

Mr. Gardner's Version. 

Following is Mr. Gardner's ver- 
sion contained in his communica- 
tion to The Constitution: 

“Each candidate for the demo- 
cratic nomination for president 
Shall file with the secretary of 
this committee by noon on April 
1 notice of his candidacy. The 
name of any democrat qualified for 
the presidency shal] be placed upon 
the ballot on the petition of 100 or 
more qualified white democrats, 
said petition to be filed prior to 
noon April. 1.” 

Here is the version of the officail 
circular, quotedeby Mr. Gardner, in 
his letter to Mr. Hoover which The 
Constitution published Moniay 
morning: 

“Each candidate for the demo- 
cratic nomination for president 
shall file with the secretary of 
the state democratic executive com- 
mittee notice of his candidacy by 
noon April 1, 1920. The, name of 
any democrat qualified for the pres- 
idency of the United States may 
be placed upon the ballot to be 
used in said primary, provided 100 
or more registered white demo- 
crats of Georgia, qualified to vote 
in: said primary, shall petition the 
state democratic executive commit- 
tee, through its secretary, to have 
his name thus placed, said petition 
to be filed with the secrétary of 
the state democratic executive com- 
mitee by noon April 1, 1920.” 

Verbally even they are identical, 
except that Mr. Gardner left out 
of his Sunday communication one 
or two qualifying phrases, such as 
“of the state democratic executive 
committee,” and “of the United 
States,” following the word presi- 
dent, where there was no possibility 
of anyone assuming any other con- 
struction than a reference to the 
executive committee and the presi- 
dent of the United States. 

Dean Makes Statement. 

Many democrats in Atlanta and 
elsewhere in the state Monday ex- 
pressed themselves as upholding 
the actjon, taken by the subcom- 
mitee as the only action open to 
it.

CHARGES DISMISSED | 


‘AGAINST W. J OLIVE 


Knoxville, Tenn., February 23.— 
The*Oliver munitions case came to 
a dramatic end this mornign, when 
the government dismissed the re- 
maining charges of sabotage 
against William J. Oliver and nine 
co-defendants after Judge John E. 
McCall had directed the jury to find 
a verdict of not guilty on the 
charges of “fraud” and eleven of 
the sabotage charges without a 
word of testimony being given by 
the defense. : 

“It is nothing more than I ex- 
pected,” said Mr. Oliver, at the con- 
clusion of the case. “It has been a 
hardship on all of us, and I hope 
the press will give my exoneration 
as much publicity as my arrest was 
given.” , 

When the government entered its 
plea for dismissal -.on grounds of 
nolle prosequi, the defense argued 


for a complete jury verdict of “not 
guilty.” Judge McCall ruled that 
the government was within its 
rights in dismissing the case. 

At the end of six days of testi- 
mony, the government rested on 
Saturday afternoon and announced 
it had stated its case. Thereupon 
counsel for the defense made a mo- 
tion for a directed verdict on the 
ground that the government had 
presented no evidence that proved 
either Mr. Oliver or his company or 
employees, the nine co-defendanfs, 
were guilty of any count of fraud 


or saketage. 
In ecting a verdict in more 


than half the counts, Judge McCall 
said the government's case had 
broken down by the admission of 
its own witnesses, who must be be- 
lieved, that they had neither seen 
nor heard ef any intent to injure 
the government in its prosecution 
of the war. ‘ 

It was just before the armistice 
that United States marshals, backed 
up bY an array of deputies and a 
squadron of cavalry from [Fort 
Oglethorpe, descended upon the 
Oliver plant and arrested Mr. Oliver 
and nine of his superintendents ind 
foremen on charges that they had 
made defective shells and had 
passed them off on the government. 
There had been labor trouble at the 
plant and since the day of his ar- 
rest Mr. Oliver has claimed he was 
the victim of a “frame-up” by labor 
agitators. 

The so-ealled “financial indict- 


ment” against William J. Oliver 


and the Oliver Manufacturing com- 
pany, charging presentation of false 
accounts, was indefinitely passed in 
the United States court here this aft- 
ernoon before Judge McCall. 

Judge McCalh issued an order for 
all mechanical apparatus and 450

They were all even going to 
the last hole when Phelps sliced into 
the woods; from there he had play- 
ed four shots before it was discov- 
ered that he had the wrong ball. 
Had he played but one shot before 
discovery, he could return. and, hav- 
ing found his ball, kept in the 
game. 

Travers Broke Rulcs. 


In the match between Warren 
Wood and Travers in the National 
championship, Travers sliced into 
some ground under repair. Instead 
of following the rules and dropping 
out behind it, he dropped to one 
side. It made quite a difference. He 
won by a single hole. 

When a very small boy I played 
in the Chicago City championship 
at Jackson park. I think it was my 
first tournament. In addressing the 
ball I knocked it off the tee with- 
out actually taking the stroke. My 
opponent insisted that I should play 
my second shot from where the ball 
rolled. I did so and lost on the 
19th hole. I have always tried to 
allow my opponent to decide the 
turn of play, and the distance from 
the hole, but as time passes I grow 
less willing to do that. At a criti- 
cal part of my match with Travers 
at Chicago golf in 1912 the ques- 
tion of distance arose. Travers said 
promptly: “I guess I am away,” 
and played. My eye, well trained 
to such things, seemed to sea dis- 
tinctly that he was not, but I said 
nothing, although that play made it 
possible for him to hole out or 
stymie me. 

In the final the National cham- 
pionship at Garden City I was play- 
ing with J. G. Anderson. At a cer- 
tain hole the question of who was 
away arose, and, an official not 
being near at hand, I directed my 
caddie to measure the distance. In 
doing so, he accidentaliy moved 
Anderson's ball, and mv penalty 
was the loss of a hole that seemed 
safely mine.

The schedule had been mapped 
out for some time before the meet- 
ing, but when the moguls gathered 
in Atlanta for their spring meeting 
Monday it became apparent that 
there were many dates that were 
far from satisfactory to the clubs 
concerned, and an effort was at 
once started to reconcile all differ- 
ences. 

The agreement arrived at doesn't 
look altogether satisfactory from 
an Atlanta standpoint. but it may 
be relied upon that Charlie Frank 
has something up his sleeve, and 
that the working schedule will be 
one that will give him a splendid 
chance to even up with his oppo- 
nents when it comes to winning 
games. 

Open Away from Home. 


For one thing, every home fan 
would like to see the season form- 
ally pried loose in the own home 
town. This will be a source of dis- 
appointment, since Atlanta will 
Start the season away from the 
home grounds once more—which 
seems to be getting to be a habit 
with the locals now, if memory 
serves the writer right. 

Atlanta opens as it has several 
time before on the Chattanooga 
ball grounds on April 14, which is 
the opening day of the league.
